Prices To 


Go Up 1 Cent 


Another Half Penny 
Rise Possible If 
OPS Gives Approval 


Milk prices in Marin county 
will go up one cent per quart 
next Wednesday, it was an­ 
nounced yesterday by the State 
Department of Agriculture. 
Marin is one of 15 California 
counties in which the one cent 
rise was approved. The state ac­ 
tion, prompted by rising production 
cost«, cover 13 of the state's 34 mar- 
geting areas. 
An additional increase of one-half 
cent per Quart will go into effect In 
Marin and nine other counties If tt 
is approved by ths federal Office of 
Price .Stabilization. 
PRODUCTION COST UP 
The state took its action on the 
basis of the milk control law which 
permits the adjustment of prices 
on a showing of a rise in costs of 
production. 
All of the price in­ 
creases are required to be return­ 
ed by distributors to producers to 
compensate for added costs. 
Bruce .Campbell, chief of the milk 
control bureau of the state Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, explained that 
In addition to higher feed and labor 
bills, dairymen have had to pay 
higher prices for nearly all supplies, 
replacement of cows and equipment 
Increases were turned down for 
the Shasta-Tehama, Siskiyou, Trin­ 
ity and L&ssen-Plumas-Sierra areas. 
Federal clearance for the one cent 
rise has already been obtained for 
the following counties: 
Marin. Butte, Mendocino, Lake, 
Modoc, Monterey, Santa Crus, Napa, 
Sonoma, Sacramento, San Mateo, 
Santa Clara, Solano, Stanislaus, 
Sutter and Tuba. 
The additional one-half cent rise 
will affect all these areas except 
Solano and Modoc. A total increase 
of one-half cent per quart was ap­ 
proved for Placer and Nevada coun­ 
ties, subject to OPS approval. 
In 14 other areas, all in southern 
California, the department found 
the facts justified a one cent In­ 
crease in the OPS concurs.

Novato residents must realize 
the future of the area depends 
upon incorporation, in the opin­ 
ion of Col. Erwin M. Treusch, 
retired Army officer and presi­ 
dent of Novato Community, Inc 
“They 
(Novato 
residents) 
must make up their minds the ad­ 
vantages of not being incorporated 
are fabled,” he summed up his con­ 
clusions. 
Col. Treusch made toe state­ 
ments during an interview y ester- 
day afternoon, with Hugh Turner 
on KTlM's Top Local News Story 
program. 
The retired Army officer said his 
opinions were the results of a sur­ 
vey by a committee from the No­ 
vato Community, Inc. 
He explained the committee was 
divided in its opinion as to whether 
Novato should remain unincorporat­ 
ed or incorporate and was directed 
to continue the study and to ask for 
help from residents. 
“Those in favor of incorporation,” 
he pointed out, “list three points in 
their argument, 
“1—Legislation 
pending 
before 
Assembly in Sacramento with re­ 
spect to taxation of fringe areas 
would not be advantageous to un­ 
incorporated areas. 
“2—Persons in the community 
should be entitled to self-govern­ 
ment which they don’t get by being 
off in the distance, and 
“3—We suffer from lack of re­ 
spect by not being incorporated.” 
OPPOSITION’S POINTS 
But Col. Treusch went on to say 
some residents were strongly op­ 
posed to the change in status and 
based their arguments on: 
“1—They came to NdVato to 
avoid the surroundings of a city 
and don’t want it to follow them. 
”2—With incorporation they fear 
more expense, giore office holders, 
and more taxes, and 
“3—They Just don’t want to see it 
incorporated.” 
NOVATO TOO SMALL? 
When asked by Turner if Novato 
was large enough to be incorporat­ 
ed, Treusch replied: 
“There are cities in existence 
about one-fifth the size of Novato.”

Soviet War 
Moves Hit 
By Truman 


DETROIT (JP)—President Truman 
called upon the nation today to arm 
for “any emergency” in the face of 
a Russian build up for war “around 
the world.” 
The president bitterly accused 
Russia of making dangerous, war­ 
like military preparations. 
Truman questioned whether the 
Communists “really desire peace in 
Korea” since, he said, Soviet rule» 
“are putting themselves in a po­ 
sition where they can commit new 
acts of aggression at any time.” 
And he assailed administration 
critics at home for “trying to stir 
up trouble and suspicion between 
the people and their government.” 
SAYS ‘LIES’ USED 
“They are using the smear and 
the big lie for personal publicity 
and partisan advantage, heedless of 
the damage they do their country,” 
he asserted. “Never, not even in the 
bitterest political campaigns, have I 
seen such a flood of lies and slan­ 
der as is now pouring forth over 
the country.” 
Truman flew here from Washing­ 
ton to address an outdoor audience 


morrow at 11 a m., 3 p.m. PDT Sat­ 
urday). 
There was no compromising today, 
an eyewitness said. Both sides re­ 
fused to budge. 
Gen. Nam n, “displaying an inner 
tension that normally is held under 
control,” presented the Red pro­ 
posal for a buffer zone along the 
38th parallel.

“are getting a steady flow of new 
equipment from the Soviet Union 
for ground and air use.” 
“But whatever happens in Korea,” 
the president asserted, “we must not 
make the mistake of jumping to the 
conclusion that the Soviet rulers 
have given up their idea of world 
conquest.” 
The president charged that the 
armed forces of Russia’s satellites 
“kre rapidly being brought to a 
peak of military readiness” and that 
the Russians themselves “have more 
than four million men under arms 
in Europe and the Far East.” He 
added:

“Strong defenses are not going to 
bankrupt us, any more than domes­ 
tic progress has bankrupted us. We 
can well afford to pay the price of 
peace. Our only alternative is to pay 
the terrible cost of war.”

Novato residents must realize 
future of the area depends 
upon incorporation, in the opin­ 
ion of Col. Erwin M. Treusch, 
retired Army officer and presi 
of Novato Community, Inc. 
They 
(Novato residents) 
must make up their minds the ad­ 
vantages of not being 'incorporated 
are fabled,” he summed up his con­ 
clusions. 
Col. Treusch made the state­ 
ments during an interview yester­ 
day afternoon, with Hugh Turner 
on KTIM's Top Local News Story 
program. 
The retired Army officer said his 
opinions were the results of á sur­ 
vey by a committee from the No­ 
vato Community, Inc. 
He explained the committee was 
divided to its opinion as to whether 
Novato should remain unincorporat­ 
ed or incorporate and was directed 
to continue the study and to ask for 
help from residents. 
"Those in favor of incorporation,” 
he pointed out, "list three points to 
their argument, 
"1—Legislation pending before 
Assembly to Sacramento with re­ 
spect to taxation of fringe areas 
would not be advantageous to un­ 
incorporated areas. 
"2—Persons to the community 
should be entitled to self-govern­ 
ment which they don’t get by being 
off in the distance, and 
"3—We suffer from lack of re­ 
spect by not being incorporated.” 
OPPOSITION’S POINTS 
But Col. Treusch went on to say 
some residents were strongly op­ 
posed to the change in status and 
based their arguments on: 
"1—They came to NdVato to 
avoid the surroundings of a city 
and don’t want it to follow them. 
”2—With incorporation they fear 
more expense, «lore office holders, 
and more taxes, and 
"3—They just don’t want to see it 
incorporated.” 
NOVATO TOO SMALL? 
When asked by Turner if Novato 
was large enough to be incorporat­ 
ed, Treusch replied: 
"There are cities to existence 
about one-fifth the size of Novato.” 
The retired army officer con­ 
cluded the interview by saying his 
term as president would end soon 
but he was certain the incoming 
president would ask the committee 
to continue the study so a decision 
could be reached» soon.

And he assailed administration 
critics at home for "trying to stir 
up trouble and suspicion between 
the people and their government.” 
SAYS ’LIES’ USED 
"They are using the smear and 
the big lie for personal publicity 
and partisan advantage, heedless of 
the damage they do their country,” 
he asserted. "Never, not even to the 
bitterest political campaigns, have I 
seen such a flood of lies and slan­ 
der as is now pouring forth over 
the country.” 
Truman flew here from Washing­ 
ton to address an outdoor audience 
He said the positions of the two to Cadillac square to front of the

"But whatever happens to. Korea,” 
the president asserted, "we must not 
make the mistake of jumping to the 
conclusion that the Soviet rulers 
have given up their idea of world 
conquest.” 
The president charged that the 
armed forces of Russia’s satellites 
"Ire rapidly being brought to a 
peak of military readiness” and that 
the Russians themselves "have more 
than four million men under arms 
to Europe and the Far East.”

“While I was not satisfied with 
the (tax) bill, I supported it be­ 
cause I felt we must make the ef­ 
fort to balance the budget . . . we 
have reached the limit in taxa­ 
tion . , .** 
On the economic c o n t r o l s bill, 
Scudder said the measure was not 
in the usual form bearing a full 
c o m m i t t e e recommendation, but 
there 'were more than 50 separate 
amendments. 
Scudder said he would use his 
“best judgment as to what will be 
for the interest of our country and 
the continuance of our way of life.” 
BACKS CREDIT CONTROL 
Nixon said he believed in con­ 
tinued credit controls and pay-as- 
you-go taxation. He added he in­ 
tends to “support the bill increas­ 
ing taxes” when it comes to the 
Senate. 
Knowland’s letter asserted that 
controls “will lead to subsidies which 
will increase expenditures and move 
the nation toward g o v e r n m e n t 
bankruptcy.” 
The tax burden, he said, has “al­ 
ready reached the point of diminish, 
ing returns.” 
Mrs. Netterstrom said the League 
of Women Voters supported exten­ 
sion and strengthening of the de­ 
fense production act and a tax bill 
to promote equality of sacrifice 
among all segments of the national 
economy.

SACRAMENTO (/P) — The bottom 
of the barrel Is in sight for Cali­ 
fornia’s $250,000,000 aid-to-needy- 
schools construction fund. 
But state official said the money 
has been well spent by reducing 
the great shortage of classrooms 
which has been depriving many chil­ 
dren of a good education. 
To date, all of the $250,000,000 has 
been passed out by the state alloca­ 
tion board except $49,000,000. 
When this latter amount is gone, 
that’s all. 
NO NEW CASH 
The 1951 legislature refused to 
move legislation that would have 
put another $250,000,000 bond issue 
before the voters. 
Even so,’ the first $250,000,00 is 
providing about 6,700 new classrooms, 
A spokesman for the allocations di­ 
vision said this will “just about take 
caxe of the backlog” of classrooms 
needed.

A 1949 survey by a quasi-official 
agency showed it would take $450,- 
000,000 to put California on a sound 
footing by 1955. 
The allocations board metes out 
the money to districts which show 
they have taxed their residents as 
much as possible. 
In most cases, 
the district puts up some money— 
as much as it can. 
30 YEARS TO FAY 
Districts have 30 years to pay the 
state back. 
Most of the aid has gone to “bed­ 
room’* areas—suburban communities 
which have only residential property 
as taxing bases. These areas much- 
roomed during and after the war 
and developed a great need for 
schools. 
The war baby boom and the in* 
flux of millions of new people into 
the state also added to the need for 
more schools. 
Since the state aid program began 
early last year, requests totaling 
about $287,000,000 have come in from 
school districts. The districts them­ 
selves provide roughly 12 per cent 
of this amount and the state the 
rest. 
With most of the available funds 
already loaned out, the big duty of 
the board is readjusting allocations 
already made to meet rising costs. 
For this purpose a cushion fund of 
$25,000,000 was set aside.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
little Man' Deserves A 
Break On Loan For Home 
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Saturday, July 28, 1951

We hesitate to diagnose and suggest ready 
cures for the ills of our nation when the 
diagnosis is pronounced in our office on B 
street in San Rafael while the cures must be 
initiated in Washington—at .the opposite end 
of the continent. 


But occasionally some set of symptoms be­ 
come so dear right here in Marin county that 
the ill is obvious to all and we are moved to 
plead for remedy in Washington. 


And that is the situation with regard to the 
present post-Korea restrictions on home loans. 
As we all know’, these restrictions were hur- 
riedly slapped on * aft«- war broke out in 
Korea. 
It was evident to all that defense 
production would cut into supplies of materials 
used in home building. With consequent de- 
d m in the number of houses being built and 
with anticipated continued demand for new 
homes, it was obvious that some control had 
to be slapped on in a h u rry to keep prices from 
going out of sight. 
• 


The easy way to ease the situation was to 
tighten restrictions on home loans, taking 
buyers out of the market. The idea was to cut 
down the demand to meet anticipated aits in 
the number and size of homes being built, 
keeping demand and supply in balance. 


Undoubtedly credit restrictions have served 
as a damper on home prices; but other un­ 
anticipated and unexpected effects have been 
most undesirable. 
In the first place, the defense program has 
been so slow to get started and industrial 
production has risen so sharply that many 
anticipated shortages have thus far failed to 
develop. 
1 
Hence, while there may be some decline in 
home-building activity, it is nowhere near 
what had been expected. In other words, 
supply hasn't diminished as much as the experts 
thought it would. 
And what has happened to the demand? 
The answer is sad to relate. 
The restriction that lending institutions 
may not loan more than half the cost of the 
home has had a most undesirable effect. 
It 
has been to take the “little man“ out of the 
market because he rarely is in a position to 
plunk out half the price of a new home in 
cash, even if the house costs only $10,000 or 
less.

And it is the little man who needs the 


house. 


The fellow who is well fixed for cash these 
da\* is a relatively wealthy fellow who isn’t 
pinched for a place to house the wife and kids. 


The true effect of this 50 per cent credit 
restriction, then, has been to make the housing 
problem tougher for the family of modest 
income. 


Some people go so far as to contend that 
the whole situation stems from a cunning plan 
by public housing advocates in Washington to 
keep the “little man“ from buying a home of 
*s- own and maneuver him into a position 
where he will be forced to become a supporter 
of proposals for more public housing projects— 
more Marin Cities. 


We don’t know whether this situation stems 
from cunning design or not, but we know it 
may result unless the credit restrictions are 
soon overhauled. 
“The future of America and all it stands for 
in this troubled world depends on people who 
live in little houses/ And the more of them 
who are able to own their own little houses 
and raise their families there, the stronger our 
nation will become.“ 
* 
That's what we said a few months ago in 
reply to critics of our editorial advocacy of 
more modest homes in Marin county for more 
people with modest incomes. 
And the state­ 
ment is just as true today as it was then—and 
as it will be for a long, long time to come. 
Our .Congress and our administration in 
Washington should act immediately to change 
these credit restrictions, to give the “little 
man“ a break, and thereby help to assure the 
future strength of our nation.

Great Stone Faces Fill Visitors 


With Awe And Foolish Questions 


MOUNT RUSHMORE, 8.D. 
Four great stone facts of Amer­ 
ica's past look serenely out across 
the mountains here. 
And each year nearly 750.000 liv­ 
ing Americans come to stare up 
at this quartet of their national 
heroes, fixed forever in granite. 
It took $900,000 and It kilted a 
great sculptor, Gutsem Borgium, 
to put these great stone faces on 
a 8.000-foot peak in the Black 
Hills. The faces are of four Ameri­ 
can presidents. Reading from left 
to right, they are George Wash­ 
ington, Thomas Jefferson, Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, and Abraham Lin­ 
coln. 
Each measures 80 feet from chin 
to forehead, the height of a five 
story building. 


The gigantic faces would break 
into big stone grins If they could 
hear the remarks of some tourists, 
confused a t their identity. The 
children are often better than 
their parents at naming all four 
correctly. Almost all the visitors 
recognise Lincoln and Washing­ 
ton. 


BUT SEVERAL HAVE stared up 
at Roosevelt and demanded: "How 
did Tom Dewey get up there?“

Oddly. Thomas Jefferson, who 
wrote the Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence and bought tills whole area 
from France in the Louisiana Pur­ 
chase, is the most confusing. Many 
guess him to be President Monroe 
or President Madison. 
And it is a wonder th at Jeffer­ 
son didn’t blush at one wife who 
told her questioning husband : 
“The one next to Washington? 
You’re a college graduate, John, 
and you mean to tell me'you don’t 
recognize M artha Washington.** 
The tourists are always im­ 
pressed by such facts about the 
memorial as: 
The nose of Washington is long­ 
er than the entire head of the 
sphinx. If turned upside down and 
filled with water, six men could 
swim comfortably in It. 
If completed, the figures would 
be 465 feet tail from toe to crown. 
The sparkle in Lincoln’s eye is 
a 30-inqh-long granite block. 
A man could stand erect in Jef­ 
ferson's eyeball.

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Dark Days Ahead For 


American Consumers 


Sen. Paul H. Douglas of Illinois 
apes king of the controls bill passed 
by the Senate, said that this 
"means dark days for the Ameri­ 
can consumer.*’ T hat statement 
expresses a common and probably 
justified view about the present 
status of the controls legislation 
as a whole. The bill passed by the 
senate and the one passed by the 
House are now in a conference 
committee of members of both 
branches for adjustment of differ­ 
ences. 
Just what is it that "means dark 
days for the American consumer" 
if dark days are in fact ahead? Is 
it the legislation which Congress 
attempted? Or is it the condition 
which led President Truman to 
ask for legislation and led congress 
to attem pt it? 


THAT CONDITION 18 a com­ 
bination of rising prices, rising 
cost of living, and rising inflation. 
It has a longer history than the 
recent three weeks' attem pt of 
Congress to legislate about it. To 
focus thought upon the present 
stage is superficial. It is not even 
enough to go back, as many do, 
to the outbreak in Korea a year 
ago as a cause or beginning. At 
th at time, June of last year, the 
country was already in a condition 
of mounting inflation. 
The cause of inflation, as seen 
from the viewpoint of economic 
and fiscal theory, consists of ex­ 
cess of the quantity of money and 
credit out of proportion to the 
quantity of goods in existence or 
being produced. T hat this causes 
rising prices of goods is easily un­ 
derstood. 


BUT ASIDE FROM the cause 
of inflation there is what has come 
to be recognised as a dynamic 
mechanism of inflation. As this 
mechanism has operated for some 
years, principal parts of it are 
rising coat of living and rising 
wage rates. The two, reacting upon 
each other, compose an automatic 
spiral, or in a less exact but fre­ 
quently used phrase, "an endless 
chain." 
How and at what length to cut 
an endless chain, is what the ad­ 
ministration agencies for economic 
controls have been awkwardly at­ 
tempting to determine, and what 
congress has struggled about and 
contended about. Administration 
Price Stabilizer DiSslle used, so to 
speak, a meat axe. He, recognizing 
th a t the principal factor in cost 
of living is price of food, moved 


I 


directly; he described a "rollback’* 
of 10 per cent in the price of beef, 


IN CONGRESS THIS encoun­ 
tered opposition more determined 
and conspicuous than any other 
of the controls about which there 
was dissension. The opposition in 
congress came from the farm bloc, 
composed of members of both par­ 
ties who habitually stand for the 
interest of fanners. Their position 
includes consistent support of the 
existing law which is called "price 
support of farm crops" and which 
in fact, of course, is also support 
of prices of food. 
So long as price support of farm 
crop« continues as now operated, 
it is difficult to see how the end­ 
less chain of inflation and rising 
cost of living can be broken. The 
links of the chain can be stated in 
a sequence; first, higher wages in' 
4industry; 
next, higher cost of 
'manufacturing goods; next, in­ 
crease of the prices which con­ 
sumers must pay for manufac­ 
tured goods. At this point, price 
support of farm crops takes its 
place as an especially dynamic link 
in the chain. The department of 
agriculture estimates the prices 
which farmers must pay for m an­ 
ufactured and other goods they 
buy. This the Department takes 
as a base for what it calls "parity 
price." As the price support 4aw 
is operated, farmers should receive 
for the crops they sell, prices 
which are on a parity with the 
prices of what they buy. To effec- 
tuAte this, the department fixes 
a "support price" at which it buys 
large quantities of crops in order 
to hold them off the m arket and 
thus keep the price up. Here the 
endless 
chain 
begins 
another 
round. 


THE ADMINISTRATION agen­ 
cies for controls seem willing to 
act on the prices received by farm ­ 
ers; they have already acted on 
these and a few other crops. They 
seam willing also to act on wages, 
the other principal factor in the 
spiral. Or. wages they have de­ 
creed ceilings. 
The over-all problem is whether 
inflation, rising prices and rising 
cost of living, are to be checked or 
go on. As to this there is obvious 
bearing—though far from neces- 
sarily conclusive—in what the eco­ 
nomic controls law will be after 
the conference committee of the 
senate and the house has agreed 
upon the final form congress is 
willing to pass.

lery. 
Bqt sculptor Borgium took up 
the dream. Re wanted to put a 
part of the American story in 
atone as a rebuke to future "sel­ 
fish, coveting civilizations." And 
he wanted his monumental carv­ 
ings placed so high they would 
never be pulled down "for lesser 
purpose* ” He wanted them "as 
close to heaven as we can." where 
they would endure "until the wind 
and the rain alone shall wear them 
away." 


HIS HEART, WEAKENED by 
years of work in high altitude, 
failed in 1941. But his task was 
largely done. Today Mount Rush- 
more is a national shrine. Visitors 
who come to see it now spend mil­ 
lions annually in South Dakota, 
the state th a t at first rejected 
Borgium’s dream. 
Near the base of the memorial, 
Carl and Kay Burgess operate a 
restaurant and souvenir store. 
"The foolish questions asked by 
some visitors are unimportant." 
said Mrs Burgess. “They ask them 
in ignorance. M6st who come here 
are touched by awe and reverence. 
It makes them feel their country 
in their hearts. 
"(W e at dawn an old couple 
cama and looked up a t the four 
faces, and then they both began 
to cry. Many who oome here break 
into tears. The memorial means 
many, many things to them over 
many, many years.” 
It stands for the great America 
th at was to be, the great Ameri­ 
can that is. 


TODAY'S BUSINESS MIRROR 


Congress Faces Problem 
Of Interlocking Boards

NEW YORK (JPh-The question 
whether a clique of insiders runs 
the big business of this country 
through interlocking directorates 
is up again in congress. 
And tied with it is the question 
whether a corporation should be 
run by a board of directors made 
up exclusively of its own execu­ 
tives. Borne contend it's better to 
have the board heavily weighted 
with "outside" directors from other 
corporations and financial institu­ 
tions to keep an eye on how the 
affairs of the company are being 
run by management. 
Senator Humphrey 
(D.-Minn) 
has a bill in the senate to pro- 
ibit 
multiple 
directorships 
in 
large corporations—that is, to pre­ 
vent the executives of one corpo­ 
ration sitting on the board of one 
or more other companies. Like 
other opponents of interlocking di­ 
rectorates, he contends th at these 
directors can interlock the affairs 
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of their companies and stifle com­ 
petition. 


AS EXAMPLES. THE opponents 
point to the board of a large steel 
company which has representa­ 
tives of three railroads. They note 
th at transportation is one of the 
steel industries* Important prob­ 
lems. And four oil companies are 
represented on the board of one 
of 
the 
nation's 
largest 
banks 
known for its close financial ties 
with the oil industry. 
Opponents of interlocking direc­ 
torates—a whipping boy of the 
1930’s — profess to see something 
sinister in ‘this. Those who believe 
in the system say it is only nat­ 
ural, and to the benefit of all, that 
those with similar interests and 
special skills should tackle prob­ 
lems together. They insist th at 
those who have no special knowl­ 
edge of the business make poor di­ 
rectors. 
Senator Humphrey has estimat­ 
ed 
th at his bill’s 
prohibitions 
would affect one or more directors 
in about 200 leading m anufactur­ 
ing and mining corporations and 
25 retail corporations. It applies to 
companies with capital, surplus 
and undivided profits exceeding $1 
million. 


BUT THE AMERICAN INSTI­ 
TUTE of management of New 
York is advising its members that 
interlocking directorates are held 
by some 10,000 persons in ' 16,000 
leading corporations. And it holds 
th st all might coma under the 
bill s ban. 
The ihstitute contends th at com­ 
panies with "inside" boards will 
be favored. These choose all, or 
most, of the directors from the 
ranks of their own executives. The 
bill would leave these boards in­ 
tact. 
Companies with “outside" direc­ 
tors not otherwise connected with 
the firm, save perhaps as owners 
of stock, would suffer most. Banks 
and insurance companies have the 
largest percentage of outside di­ 
rectors, but many large industrial 
and utility corporations have a 
majority of outside men on their 
boards. These outside directors 
usually have posts with other cor­ 
porations, 
and 
thus know the 
needs, plans and special interests 
of both.

Their job is tremendous 
and resulting in a revival of faith 
in God, a revived Christian move­ 
m ent being carried to all parts of 
the world.

The m atter constantly comes up at 
annual stockholders’ meetings. 
"WiU you teU me, Mr. Chair­ 
man," asked a stockholder of one 
of the largest oil companies which 
has an entirely inside board, "how 
you can decide your own salary 
and think of the stockholders first 
and yourself second?" 
The chairman replied th at many 
companies "with outside directors 
pay larger salaries to their execu­ 
tives than this company does."

State Ruling On Utility 
Tax Under Fire Everywhere

The state board of equalization’s 
new formula for taxing public util­ 
ities is under fire of local officials 
up and down California. 
New assessment rates, distribu­ 
ted to counties July 16, would cut 
utility taxes 24 to 46 per cent, 
county assessors have reported. 
One legislator said it would lose 
the state $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 
taxes now paid by the utility com­ 
panies. Common property taxpay­ 
ers probably would have to make 
it up, he said.

We hesitate to diagnose and suggest ready 
cures for the ills of our nation when the 
diagnosis is pronounced in our office on B 
street in San Rafael while the cures must be 
initiated in Washington—at .the opposite end 
of the continent. 


But occasionally some set of symptoms be­ 
come so dear right here in Marin county that 
the ill is obvious to all and we a*re moved to 
plead for remedy in Washington. 


And that is the situation with regard to the 
present post-Korea restrictions on home loans. 
As we all know, these restrictions were hur- 
riedly slapped on * after war broke out in 
Korea. 
It was evident to all that defense 
production would cut into supplies of materials 
used in home building. With consequent de- 
elm®. in the number of houses being built and 
with anticipated continued demand for new 
homes, it was obvious that some control had 
to be slapped on in a hurry to keep prices from 
going out of sight.

The easy way to ease the situation was to 
tighten restrictions on home loans, taking 
buyers out of the market. The idea was to cut 
down the demand to meet anticipated cuts in 
the number and size of homes being built, 
keeping demand and supply in balance. 


Undoubtedly credit restrictions have served 
as a damper on home prices; but other un­ 
anticipated and unexpected effects have been 
most undesirable. 
In the first place, the defense program has 
been so slow to get started and industrial 
production has risen so sharply that many 
anticipated shortages have thus far failed to 


develop. 
Hence, while there may be some decline in 
home-building activity, it is nowhere near 
what had been expected. In other words, 
supply hasn’t diminished as much as the experts 
thought it would.

Dark Days Ahead For 


American Consumers 


Great Stone Faces Fill Visitors 


With Awe And Foolish Questions 


MOUNT RUSHMORE, S.D. 
Four great stone faces of Amer­ 
ica's past look serenely out across 
the mountains here. 
And each year nearly-750,000 liv­ 
ing Americans come to stare up 
a t this quartet of their national 
heroes, fixed forever in granite. 
It took $900,000 and it killed a 
great sculptor, Gutzcm Borglum, 
to put these great stone faces on 
a 6,000-foot peak in the Black 
Hills. The faces are of four Ameri­ 
can presidents. Reading from left 
to right, they are George W ash­ 
ington, Thomas Jefferson, Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, and Abraham Lin­ 
coln. 
Each measures 60 feet from chin 
to forehead, the height of a five 
story building. 


The gigantic faces would break 
Into big stone grins If they could 
hear the remarks of some tourists, 
confused a t their identity. The 
children are often better than 
their parents at naming all four 
correctly. Almost all the visitors 
recognize Lincoln and W ashing­ 
ton. 


BUT SEVERAL HAVE stared up 
at Roosevelt and demanded: “How 
did Tom Dewey get up there?” 


Oddly. Thomas Jefferson, who 
wrote the Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence and bought this whole area 
from France in the Louisiana Pur­ 
chase, is the most confusing. Many 
guess him to be President Monroe 
or President Madison. 
And it Is a wonder th at Jeffer­ 
son didn’t blush at one wife who 
told her questioning husband: 
“The one next to W ashington? 
You’re a college graduate, John, 
and you mean to tell me'you don’t 
recognize M artha W ashington.” 
The tourists are always im­ 
pressed by such facts about the 
memorial as: 
The nose of W ashington is long­ 
er than the entire head of the 
sphinx. If turned upside down and 
filled with water, six men could 
swim comfortably in it. 
If completed, the figures would 
be 465 feet tall from toe to crown. 
The sparkle in Lincoln’s eye is 
a 30-inc¿-long granite block. 
A m an could stand erect in Jef­ 
ferson's eyeball. 


ONE QUESTION ALMOST every 
tourist asks is, “How long will it 
last?” 
The age of the memorial—it is 
named after Charles E. Rushmore, 
a mining engineer—was fixed by 
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geologists at nearly 1,500,000 years. 
They have estimated the memorial 
would erode at the rate of an inch 
every 100,000 years. 
Told of this, sculptor Borglum 
switched his plana to add another 
foot to W ashington’s nose, and 
exclaimed: 
“T hat will give it another m il­ 
lion years a t least.” 
Most tourists, probably Demo­ 
crats, feel they put the wrong 
President Roosevelt on the m oun­ 
tain, and want to know when 
F.D R .’s face will make a quintet 
of the quartet. The answer of most 
natives: 
“Never—as long as South Dakota 
votes Republican.” 
The memorial, first proposed in 
1924 by Doane Robinson, a his­ 
torian, was actively opposed by 
many 
leading 
Dakota 
citizens. 
They liked their black hills as they 
were. 
They 
didn’t 
want 
them 
turned into a mountain a rt gal­ 
lery, 
Bqt sculptor Borglum took up 
the dream. He wanted to put a 
part of the American story in 
stone as a rebuke to future “sel­ 
fish, coveting civilizations.” And 
he wanted his monumental carv­ 
ings placed so high they would < 
never be pulled down “for lesser 
purposes.” He wanted them “as 
closé to heaven as we can,” where * 
they would endure “until the wind 
and the rain alone shall wear them 
away.” 


HI* HEART, WEAKENED by 
years of work in high altitude, 
failed in 1941. B ut his task was 
largely done. Today M ount Rush- 
more is a national shrine. Visitors 
who come to see it now spend mil­ 
lions annually in South Dakota, 
the state th at a t first rejected 
Borglum’s dream. 
Near the base of the memorial, 
Carl and Kay Burgess operate a 
restaurant and souvenir store, 
“The foolish questions asked by 
some visitors are unim portant,” 
said Mrs. Burgess. “They ask them 
in ignorance. M6st who come here 
are touched by awe and reverence. 
It makes them feel their country 
in their hearts. 
“Ónce at dawn an old couple 
came and looked up a t the four 
faces, and then they both begin 
to cry. Many who come here break 
into tears. The memorial means 
many, m any things to them over 
many, many years.” 
It stands for the great America 
th at was to be, the great Ameri­ 
can that is. 


Sen. Paul H. Douglas of Illinois 
speaking of the controls bill passed 
by the Senate, said th at this 
“means dark days for the Ameri­ 
can consumer.”

Is 
it the legislation which Congress 
attempted? Or is it the condition 
which led President Truman to 
ask for legislation and led congress 
to attem pt it? 


THAT CONDITION IS a com­ 
bination of rising prices, rising 
cost of living, and rising Inflation. 
It has a longer history than the 
recent three weeks' attem pt of 
Congress to legislate about It. To 
focus thought upon the present 
stage is superficial. It is not even 
enough to go back, as m any do, 
to the outbreak in Korea a year 
ago as a cause or beginning. At 
th at time, June of last year, the 
country was already in a condition 
of mounting inflation. 
The cause of inflation, as seen 
from the viewpoint of economic 
and fiscal theory, consists of ex­ 
cess of the quantity of money and 
credit out of proportion to the 
quantity of goods in existence or 
being produced. T hat this causes 
rising prices of goods is easily un­ 
derstood. 


BUT ASIDE FROM the cause 
of inflation there is what has come 
to be recognized as a dynamic 
mechanism of inflation. As this 
mechanism has operated for some 
yean, principal parts of it are 
rising cost of living and rising 
wage rates.

As the price support law 
is operated, farm ers should receive 
for the crops they sell, prices 
which are on a parity with the 
prices of what they buy. To effec- 
tu&te this, the departm ent fixes 
a “support price” at which it buys 
large quantities of crops in order 
to hold them off the m arket and 
thus keep the price up. Here the

How to get Junior to sleep, 
especially when company is present 
—that is a question which continues 
to plague parents, year in and year 
out. 
Dr. Ruben. Meyer, president of the 
Detroit Pediatric .Society, assistant 
professor of eliiiical. 'pediatrics, 
Wayne University 'College of Medi­ 
cine, and Consulting pediatrician to 
various hospitals in the' 'Detroit area, 
thinks, he has one answer. Says Dr. 
Meyer: 
"A. consistent bedtime can. 'be 
achieved if children know what is 
expected of 'them. The decision, is 
made early In the Infant’s first year 
and is adhered, to throughout child­ 
hood. assuming, of course,, a gradual 
progression to a somewhat 'later 
hour as the child grows older. These 
changes may be made periodically 
with due consideration for the age 
and individual rest needs of the 
child. On occasions he may be al­ 
lowed to stay up later but it should 
always be understood that this is a 
special event and that the reason 
must be adequate.” 
Parents will find, continues the 
doctor, Junior won’t balk when he 
sees how firm they are. Of course, 
Junior may decide to become con­ 
trary particularly between the ages 
of two and five. But the sensible 
parent can be firm without being 
compulsive. “If the child-parent re­ 
lationship is founded on love and 
security children willingly, even 
eagerly, accept reasonable discipline. 
Difficulties arise from a disturbed 
relationship that precedes bedtime 
problems and often have origins in 
the emotional problems and atti­ 
tudes of the parents. 
“Putting a child to bed can be 
approached without anxiety or tim­ 
idity,” says Dr. Meyer. “It should 
be mkde as pleasant as possible and 
integrated into the child’s daily 
habits in a way that is natural and 
easygoing. Nothing to more destruc­ 
tive to a regular bedtime than the 
admission that argument regarding 
it is possible. A consistent bedtime 
should be accepted long before the 
child is old enough to argue.” 
Parents however can’t just dump 
a child into bed and let it go at 
that, be says. There should be a 
quiet period with no over-stimulat­ 


ing activity fust 'before going to 
sleep. The oM.-fashion.ed quiet bed­ 
time story was founded on good 
common .sense. “Exciting or horrify­ 
ing radio or television programa are 
to be condemned. A warm, bath may 
'be helpful. A pleasant ritual may 
be valuabte and. leaves the child 
with pleasant impressions, A. favor­ 
ite soft object or toy gives many 
children valuable emotional sup­ 
port.* 
When visitors arrive before junior 
gets, to: bed, says Dr, Meyer, parents 
may encounter some difficulty. But 
if children are prepared for 'this and 
understand that they must go to 
bed after a short visit few will 'be 
uncooperative. 
'“The factors that make bedtime 
easy for mother and child are, con­ 
cludes Dr. Meyer: 
“Judicious (not exaggerated) love 
and security in. all 'their relation­ 
ships; early development of the 
bedtime idea.; consistency on. the 
part of the parent; and knowledge 
by the child of what his parents 
expect of him.”

Soon To Have 
Tax Relief 


Tax relief for the M arin home 
builder who sells his house at a 
profit and reinvests the profit in 
another home for him self w ithin a 
year, will be provided under legis­ 
lation now pending in congress and 
expected to be passed by late sum ­ 
mer. 


N ational Association of Home 
Builders, have petitioned congress, 
on behalf of home owners, for tax, 
relief in cases where a fam ily sells 
a home and buys another. 


Under present federal tax laws 
any profit made by the owner is 
taxable, even if all such profits are 
put into the purchase of a new 
home. Most fam ilies discover th a t 
homes which they bought years 
ago had .risen in value as m uch as. 
50 or 1.50 per cent, but even though 
th e profits, were put into, a new 
home, the profits, were taxed, as. 
income.
